Martin 
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Boost the Vols 


Looking at Sports

UTMB Basketball 

The UTMB Vols started the 1957-58 basketball season 
off with a bang, collecting 6 victories against a lone set¬ 
back to CBC of Memphis. Their victims included Athens 
College, Freed-Hardeman, the Jackson Independents, Delta 
State, and two victories over Oakland City College. The 
prospects for a better record than last year's team seems 
very probable as that team won only 7 games and were 
defeated in 13. The Vols have 2 games remaining before 
the Christmas holidays, and have very high hopes of win¬ 
ning both. They play Paducah Jr. College and Missouri 
School of Mines. The Vols then will have completed the 
first half of the 1957-58 season with 9 games remaining 
on the schedule. Here’s to a great season for Coach Bur¬ 
dette an dhis splendid ball team. 


The Bowl Games 

New Year’s Day is “the day” for football across the 
nation. This is the day that each team looks forward to 
as it begins its season’s schedule. This is also “the day” 
for spectators, because they will witness the top teams of 
the nation as they unveil all their energy in trying to take 
home a bowl championship. 

The bowl games are only a few weeks off and there are 
as usual, quite a few predictions as to how these games will 
turn out. This is the time all teams try to be in tip-top 
shape as the bowl games display the best teams from the 
conferences across the nation. 

On December 28, in Jacksonville, Florida, the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee will lock horns with a powerful Texas 
A&M team in the Gator Bowl. Tennessee, after losing to 
Auburn in their opening game of the season, came back 
strongly and defeated the teams of Mississippi State, 
Maryland, Georgia Tech, and Alabama, before entering the 
final part of the season. The remaining three games con¬ 
sisted of Ole Miss, Kentucky, and Vanderbilt, the latter 
two being considered as breathers for the Vols. Ole Miss 
was the worry in the minds of the Tennesseans, and they 
proved tough as they swept Tennessee off their feets with 
an easy victory. The following Saturday, Lou Michaels 
and the Kentucky Wildcats stomped Tennessee by the sur¬ 
prising score of 20-6. This was quite a surprise to the 
Tennessee fans and they were also undecided about the 
Vandy game. However, Tennessee got back on its feet to 
gain a victory and a bid to the Gator Bowl at the expense 
of the Commodores. , 

Texas A&M has a record of 8-2 and will probably take 
the Gator Bowl championship back to Texas, as Tennessee 
has been a very weak bowl team in the past. This team 
from Texas held the top position on the Associated Press 
weekly poll two weeks ago, only to be upset by Texas and 
Rice. The loss to Rice kept them from winning the South¬ 
west Conference title and also a chance to play in the Cot¬ 
ton Bowl. 

The other major bowls are played on New Year’s Day. 
The big bowl game—the Rose Bowl—is played in Pasadena, 
California. The Big Ten is sending Ohio State with an 
8-1 record to take on a strong Oregon team with a 7-3 
record. Ohio State was placed first in the nation on one of 
the weekly polls last week. Their lone defeat came on 
opening day to TCU by the score of 18 to 14. After that 
the Buckeyes were not to be beaten and won a trip to the 
Rose Bowl. Ohio State with a much better record will 
probably win over Oregon without too much difficulty. 

The Orange Bowl in Miami/ Florida, pits Oklahoma 
against Duke. Oklahoma’s lone loss was to Notre Dame 
in one of the season’s most spectacular upsets. This loss 
knocked Oklahoma from the top perch on the nation’s 
weekly polls. Their final record was 9-1, which gained 
them fifth place among the nation’s top teams. Duke on 
the other hand had a 6-2-2 record which looks mighty slim 
beside the record established by Oklahoma, who had run 
their string of consecutive victories into the 40s. Okla¬ 
homa will take Duke with ease unless there is another 
upset, which would be the upset of the bowls. 

Navy and Rice clash in the Cotton Bowl at Dallas New 
Year’s Day. Navy’s big victory was a 14-0 win over Army, 
which put them in the Cotton Bowl. This is the first bowl 
that Navy has played in since 1954 when they got a bid to 
the Sugar Bowl after defeating Army 20 to 7. Navy’s rec¬ 
ord was 8-1-1. Rice captured the Southwest Conference 
title by winning over Texas A&M, their closest rival. They 
had a 7-3 record which will probably be 7-4 after the New 
Year’s Day classic. This will probably be a close one, but 
Navy will more than likely emerge victorious over Rice. 

In the other major bowl—the Sugar Bowl in New 
Orleans, Louisiana—Texas and Ole Miss will be tangling 
in what should be the best ball game of all the bowls on 
January' 1. Texas defeated such teams as Arkansas (the 
only team downing Ole Miss), Rice, and Texas A&M, both 
of which received invitations to bowl games. Along with 
their six victories, Texas was tied by Baylor, and lost 
thrte games, one of which was to Oklahoma. Ole Miss had 
a much better record with 8-1-1, losing only to Arkansas 
and defeating Tennessee, Tulane, Kentucky, LSU, and 
Vanderbilt. They were tied by Mississippi State in the 
final game of the season. From the standpoint that Texas 
defeated the only team able to conquer Ole Miss, Texas has 
the edge on the University of Mississippi. However, Ole 
Miss is much stronger and will probably be the winning 
team after the final horn sounds in New Orleans January
